MORE ABOUT PRICES. 


And now let us see a little more about th«- 


price of agricultural products. The Kejj 
has indirectly contended that they are high 
now, and that this fact N attributable to 
protection. In the first place, it is not nee 
essary to ccntend at any great length that 
the price of J arm pioducts 
i-> now low in 


comparison with the other things that go ti 
fill up the wants of life. The fact the far- 
mer works all day and thinks hall the 
night to make both ends meet settles tlm 
question. There is nothing more required. 
The farmer is at a tremendous '.train, ami 
it is foolish to insist that hi.-, condition ii an 
easy one; as it would be if lie sold at hitd 
prices and bought at low ones. The fad 
remains that he is crowded, more so thai. 
ever belore; arid while that fact is in ex 
isteace you may parade jour general state- 
ments until doomsday without satHi>i)ig 
any man that all is lovely. 


But does protection deserve any credit foj 


even such prices as we have? The JJep 
talks about prices in the United States and 
sings glory to protection. What about tin 
prices of farm products in England? That 
is the land at which the .South Water people 
like to throw their protection bile. On last 
Saturday good wheat sold iu Decatur for M 
cents a bushel. In Chicago it was worth 
about 5 cents more. On the same da3 
wheat sold in Liverpool for SI.OS a bushel. 
This was 26 cents better than in Decatu: 
tod 21 cents better than Chicago. 


If the protective policy of the United 


Stutes deserves credit for the b7 cents that 
wheat brought at Chicago, should not the 
free trade policy of England get credit foi 
the $1.0$ that it brought in Liverpool? 
When you take up this line of eomparibon, 
which market is ahead? Ana the farmei 
of Illinois who is curious about this niatt« 
can pursue the comparison and investiga- 
tion just as far as he pleases, lie will find 
that everyone of his products sell for a bol- 
ter price in free trade England than iu th. 
United States. And yet the English far 
mer has not bad millions taken from him 
daring every one of the last 30 years to 
build up a "home market." Those people 
try to get along without the name our re- 
publicans conjure with, but they get a bet- 
ter price for then: products. The English- 
men may be chumps enough to put up a 
• couple of millions each year for royalty, 
•but they haven't yet gone into the business 
of bribing a home market not to desert 
them. Thehr royalty is at least something 
to look ti; for the; s»y when yon deck it in 
silks and laces and gold and diamonds it is 
really u pretty as a two-dollar chromo.

PHILADELPHIA AND HER HOME MAR- 


KET FOR NEIGHBORING FARMERS. 


The Protect!oiiiit Idea of a Factory In 


Every Village to Bay the Farmer's 
Produce—How This Idea Falls to Pan 
Out In Philadelphia's Case. 
The American Protective Tariff league 


makes it ono of its specialties to drill the 
faithful in the home market doctrine. 
In a recent article the league states this 
doctrine hi the following form: 


"In every village surrounded by farms 


there should be located manufacturing 
establishments of some kind that will 
give employment to operatives. The 
wants of these workpeople will create a 
demand for food, clothing and thelter, 
and the product of the farm and factory 
will be ever in demand. Nothing will 
be wasted in transportation, and labor 
will reap the entire harvest." 


What is the matter with that theory? 


Nothing, apparently. As a maxim this 
home market idea may seem all right, 


will be safer to suspend judgment until he 
begins to do business with the eclios of the 
distant hillsides while tanning the sleek 
hide of the republican party. 


The next time The News is reported it 


might be well to deputize somebodp to read 
the paper.

ing it to a market, for we have very high 
authority for saying that we should be 
"students of markets rather than max- 
ims." 


Now, 
Philadelphia is not ^exactly a 


"village surrounded by farms," but it is 
the largest manufacturing center in the 
United States, and the counties adjacent 
to it are great fanning counties. 


If a mere village with "manufacturing 


establishments of some kind" can shed 
prosperity on the surrounding farms, it 
would seem that the great city of Phila- 
delphia, with many manufacturing es- 
tablishments of many kinds, ought to 
shed a multiplied measure of prosperity 
on the counties lying near it. 


But what are the facts? 
A recent 


Philadelphia paper says: "More farms 
are being sold out every month in the 
counties adjacent to Philadelphia than 
were sold ten or twelve years ago during 
an entire year." 


Evidently, then, the great factories of 


Philadelphia have failed to bring pros- 
perity to the fanners. The little home 
market idea has failed to work, and it is 
not true in this case that "the product 
of the farm and factory will be ever in 
demand." If the theory fails to work 
near such a great manufacturing center, 
what reason have we for thinking that it 
will be any more successful in "every 
village surrounded by farmers?" 


The truth is that nearness to a city or 


village with manufacturing establish- 
ments is of no great advantage to a fann- 
ing community, except in the matter of 
such perishable objects as fruits and 
vegetables. 


The great staples of this country are 


wheat, corn and cotton, and it makes no 
difference to the growers of these whether 
their market is near by or far away—in 
America or in Europe. The fanners in 
the south are now selling a considerable 
quantity of cotton to the mills which 
have sprung up. there during the past 
decade, but they do not get one penny 
more for the cotton they sell to the mill 
in a neighboring village than for that 
which they sell to the merchant who 
ships to Liverpool. The only thing of 
prime concern with them is that they get 
the fair market price for their cotton; 
after that they are utterly indifferent 
where their cotton goes. The cotton 
buyer uiuy sell in Liverpool or to a home 
manufacturer, and the grower of the cot- 
ton will never know the difference. 


Now if the farmer should bo taught 


the protectionist doctrine that the home 
market has some special sanctity hanging 
about it he will insist on selling his cot- 
ton only to the home manufacturer; ho 
will even demand that congress put an 
export duty on cotton, so that our entire 
crop may be manufactured in this coun- 
try. 


England alone took nearly half of our 


cotton last year. Other European na- 
tions took large quantities, and our total 
exports of cotton were more than three- 
fourths of our entire crop. 


Now let the idea be applied that all 


this cotton could be profitably manu- 
factured here, which is perhaps true; 
but go further and apply the protection- 
ist doctrine that the government ought 
to step in to regulate the industry of the 
country—especially that it ought to pass 
laws to turn that industry into any chiui- 
nels where a profit is possible. Very 
well; but the only way to do that in this 
case would be to prevent by law the ex- 
portation of cotton; in other words, to 
put on export duties which would ren- 
der the exporting of it unprofitable. An 
export duty is just as defensible as an 
import duty. At least there is no other 
Way of reaching the protectionists' ideal 
that all our cotton should be manufact- 
ured here. 


The result, then: Five or six million 


bales of .cotton kept at home to depress 
prices to an unheard of figure, and farm- 
era in the south wishing they could turn 
their fields into fish ponds. 


Against all this nonsense about a home 


market and about cutting ourselves off 
from the rest of the world, "forgetful of 
mankind," the true principle to be inter- 
posed is that each nation has its special 
advantages and resources, and that in 
foreign trade the products of these ad- 
vantages and resources are simply ex- 
changed, and there is a profit of both 
parties to the operation. 


The fact that a market is far away 


counts for very little. A bale of cotton 
weighing 400 pounds is now carried from 
New York to Liverpool for fifty cents. 
The cheapness of freights thus brings 
distant cities into much closer communi- 
cation than before the age of steam.
